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HOW TO GET TO NEW MEXICO 


Kansas City and Atchison are the starting points of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fo Rall- 
road, which is the pioneer railroad to New Mexico These two points may be reached from all 
parts of the East by the way of Chicago or St Lonis TheA,T &S F Roads takes a South- 
westerly course fiom its start antil it reaches the Aikansas River in Southern Kansas, then fol- 
lows tliat riverin a general Westerly course into the State of Colorado to the City of Pueblo. 
The New Mexican line diverges from the Colorado line at La Junta, eighty miles beyond, the 
Western boundary of Kansas cuts across the Southwestern part of Colorado to the town of Trini- 
dad, a few miles beyond which, it climbs the Raton range, a spur of the Rockies; extending 
Eastwaid and enters New Mexico, whose Northern line passes through these Mountains 


MINING REGIONS OF NEW MEXICO 


Gold and silver are known to exists in over Afty different localities in the Territory The first 
legion which will attract the prospector and miner entering the Territory by the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Road, is that of the Re 1 River, where considerable gold washing has been done 
The Moreno Mines, on Ute Creek, a ul othera on the tributaries of the Red and Cimarron Rivers, 
ara quite productive in gold About Elizabethtuwi, 1a the mountains West of Cimarron, both 
silver and gold are found, and the Old Bally Mountain is literaliy seamed with veins of silver. 
In the mountains of the Mora region, fnty miles South of Cimarron, gold and silver are found, 
«nd, indeed, in the entire range of the Rocky Mountains, from the Sangre del Cristo, in Southern 
Colorado, South to tle te: mination of the range proper below Las Vegas and Santa Fe, there is not 
a mile of the range that will not show mineral indications, and when the mountains have been 
prospected as those of Colorado, they will prove to be equally as rich 

In the Turkey Mountains, Northeast of Fort Union, silver and copper are found. as in the 
ApacheMinl , also on the stage ronte North of Fort Union In the foot hills about the Hot Springs, 
six miles N orth west of Las Vegas, silver indications arefroquont, aud near tlie Hermits Mountain 
several shafts have been stunk, showing true fissure velns, while in the bed of the Gallinas River 
a color of gold is found At Tecolote, about twelve miles South of Las Vegas, a miuing camp has 
lately sprung up, andiich developments of silver are made there. Thenewly discovered Cerrillos 
r District on the Galisteo, twenty miles South of Santa Fe andabout seventy milez Southwestof Las 

Vegas, and on the line of the A , T &S. F., is making good progress, and will doubtless prove a 
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‘4 big bonanza to miners. The carbonates found here are frequently of high grade, sud with proper 
ig development this district promises to become one ef the most famous in the country, i 
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The Old Placer gold mines, twenty-seven miles South of Santa Fe, are run în the hands of 


California capitalists, and are to be worked on an extensive scale- And the New Placers, ten 
miles farther Sonth, will also soon be developed. It ia only the lack of water that bas retarded 
the production of vast quantities of gold from these mines, and that lack will soon be remedied by 
the construction of canals and pipes to bring water from the Rio Grande and the Pecos. 

Rich developments have lately been found in the Ladrones Mountains W eat of Belen on the 
Rio Grande, and ores are assaying $602 In silver to the ton, are reported from that region, which 
Hes about sixty miles South of Albuquérque, or about a hundred and eighty miles Southwest of 
Las Vegas Following the Rio Grande Southwest, we next reach the Socorro and Madalena 
Mountains, where rich silver indications are found, and where the prospector ts almost dally 
discovering new leads , 

In the Southwest part of the Territory sre the rich mines of the Pinos Altos, the Barro 
Bfountains, and the Mimbres, and the newly discovered Shakspeare mines, which are reposted of 
great and unexhsustible richness New York caplsalists now have them in hand, sud will push 
developments rapidly The Massachasetts and New Mexico Mining Company, are salso in this 
region with headquarters at Silver City, which ig located between the Pinos Altos and Burro 
Mountains, some sixty miles West ofthe Rio Grande We have thus followed in regular order a 
general Southwesterly course, from Colfax County, in Northeast New Mexico, to Grant County, 
jn the Sonthwest corner of the Territory We have not mentioned all, or even half of the localities 
where minerala can be found in crossing the Territory on this lind, and we have yet to mention 
the Jicarilla Mining District in the Mountain of the same name iu Lincoln County, about a hun- 
dred and tweuty-five miles South of Las Vegas, where exceedingly rich ore of silver are found, and 
the Sierra Capitan, just North of Lincoln, in the same county Then there are the Mogollon 
Mountains, rich in indications, on the Western border of the Territory, and vast unexplored 
regions, Noith and South, beyond the Rio Grande, that have never been prospected, but which 
contain gold, silver and other minerals 

It may be said ìn brief, that in the best known mining rezions of New Mexico, there is an 
abnodance of room for new prospecting and new developments, while by far the greater part of 
the mineral wealth of the gountry yet await discovery In the languare of the United States 
Surveyor-Geueral for théTérritorr, expressed in a letter some years ago to the General Land 
Office: ‘*Wa believe New "Mexico has more gold, silver and copper than Nevada or Colorado; and 
there are also vast quantities of iron, lead, coal and other minerals in the Territory Itis now 
the coming mineral region of the United States, and offers greater inducements for the minér and 
capitalist than any other Territory .’?’

A DIGEST OF MINING LAW. 


Under the above heading, we find a paper prepared by a well known Colorado law yer for the 
Denver Tribune recently, which covers many points about which we have been fiequeutly ques- 
tioned, so we give hereinafter the whole ‘‘digest,’’ as it appeared in om Denye exchange: 


'iThe first act of Congress relating to mining Ic cations, was passed in 1666, In 1870 the thet 
placer law was enacted. Prion to 1866, the miners made their own ins fo1 thell respective u)s- 
triets, and these laws, when not in conflict with any State oy Tenuto jal Statuta, were 1ecog-. 
nized and enforced by the cdurts. In Colorado, the size of lode claims is not uuifurat iu all 
counties, being iu the older counties of Ghipin, Clear Creek, Boulder aud summit 1,500 by 130, 
and in others 1,500 by 300 feet. ` »

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF NEW MEXICO. 


New Mexico 18 at once the oldest and the newest region of our country. The valley of the Rio 
Grande was settled by the Spanish thirty years before the Pilgrim Fathers landed on Plymouth 
Rock, and the frst Spaniards who entered New Mexico antedate the settlement of New England 
by nearly a century. And yet New Mexico is the newest, the least known, the least written 
about of ali our Territories and ıt 18 only within the short period since the advent of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe within its borders that New Mexico has begun to attract any general attention 
from the ontside world It may now be looked upon, when compared with Colorado, for 
instauce, as an unknown country of yust yet undeveloped resources. 

it was to certain sutvivor8 ef the ill fated expedition of Narvaez to Florida that the world wae 
indebtou for its thst information as to New Mexico. Narvaez with a few hundred Spanish fol- 
lowers landed at Tampa Buy, Florida, 1588. His experience with the country and the natives 
did not encourage him to make a protracted stay ia that region, indeed, it became a question with 
him soon how to cscape from it as best he might with those of his followers who had sursived 
lighting, hu iger, and disease ‘With infinite dflieulty the Spaniards constructed rude boats and 
attempted to coast along the gulf until they should reach the Spanish settlements of Mexico One 
of these boats was commanded by a Spanish cavalier of renown, Alvar Nunez Cabeza de Vaca, 
who became the first explorer of New Mexico His boat was cast ashore with one other on a low 
island off the coast of Lonišiann. OD the Spaniards thus shipwrecked a few only survived 
the expoaure and hunger which ensued, among them Vaca, who with three or four others gained 
the malaland and after varied experience with the Indian tribes wandered into New Mexico, 
became acgaainted with the natives of that Teriitery (who seem to have been ofa much superior 
order to those of the Gulf and Texan region) and finally emerged into Mexico and reached the 
town of Cnliacan in 1530, about eigth years after his shipwreck. Vaca lived fumillarly with 
more than one of the native triles of New Mexico, and theze me those In the Tenitory now who 
bear his name and claim to be his descendapts. 

IHs 1eport as to (he country through which he hed passed stimulated considei able Interest iu 
Mexico, and a few years later, in 1519, the famous expedition ot Coronado was semt out to ew 
plore these regions, Coronado went through a great deal of the Territory. lle commanded a 
ver} Distinguished and of fonr hundred mèn, among them many Spaniards of high rank, andin-

object of the expedition and horses and cattle were taken with it into the Territory Its leudiag 
purpose however was the search for gold and wealth New Mexico had been previously known 
by tradition and exagerated reports as the country of the ‘‘Seveu Cities,’’ and a region of vast 
wealth. It was called ‘'Cibdla’? also, or the buffalo country--a name, by the way, which would 
be preferable fo that of New Mexico... Coronada was disappointed in his search for gold and 
wealth but his expedition made the beginning of Spanish settlement in the Territory Forty 
years later, an 1381, Augustin Ruiz, a Franciscan'friar, and two of his order went into the Terri- 
tory and after sundry vicissitudas were killed by the natives In 1582 Antonio de Espejo led an 
expedition in search of the friars, returning in 1584, 

In 1591 Juan de Onate, with seven hundred soldiers and one hundred and thirty families, ent- 
cred New Mexico and established settlements and from that date the country muy be said to have 
passed into the hands of the Spanish With Onate’s expedition came persons skilled in mining 
and working of metals and the mineral resources of the conntry were looked after and developed, 
and for nearly a century the Spaniards continued to settle the country and dig out its gold and 
silver This period was the most productive in the history of New Mexico. The valley of the 
Rio Grande was cultivated, cattle and sheep grazed upon the surrounding hilis and plains and 
the hidden treasnres of the mountains were unlocked Untold millions of silver and gold were 
mined and ıt is on record that a single mine between 1590 and 1680 produced one hundred millions 
of silver, For several reasons however during this period the natives became discontented with 
Spanish rule. Their religion was intenlered with and they were reduced to a condition of semi- 
servitude. In mining’particularly they were treated as slaves and compelled to wo1K the mines 
without fair recompense, After several unsuccessfel efforia-at 1ebellion in 1680 the native tribes 
united and were successfal in thiowing off the Spanish yoke, The Spaniards were driven from 
the Territory and it was not until 1700 that they regained possession of the conntiy and then only 
on the basis of a compremise which involved the discontinuance of mining The mines were 
filed up during the rebellion and ali traces of them, so far as possible, obliterated 'Hhey were 
not reopened and up to the present day there hus been no considerable development of the nnuing 
interests of the Territory. 

The history of New Mexico from the year 1703, the date of the pacification afte) the m eat Jonian 

-rebelilon until 1849 was comparatively uneventful The valleys were extensively cultivated, 
cattle and sheep were raised subject only to the drawback of occasional Indian ruda upon the 
flocks and herds. But the Indians were gencrally wise enough in theirday and generation not to 
steal enough to discourage cattic and sheep raising seriously They knew enough not to kill the 
goose that laid the golden eggs. 

Ya 1849, at the close of the Mexican war, New Mexico passed into the hands of the United Slates. 
She transfer involved no sudden change in 1ta condition A few Americans hava since held 
leading postions, official and commércial, in the Territory, but German Jews have hitherto, ag 
for some time before the change of nationality, monopolized a large share of the trade of the 
contry. With the entrance of ratlroads into the Territory and the influx of the American ele- 
ment, now begivning to pour in, New Mexico enters upon a career ofdevelopmentand prosperity 
which is destined ta make it ultimately a leading State in the Unios
